TJIE PBOrOSED BRIDGE. 

The proposition to build a bridge 
across Victoria harbor nicets with but 
little public fiivor. Thero is not want- 
ing evidence to sliow that the project 
is decidedly unpopuhir, and that any 
attempt to bisect the nlready too cir- 
cumscribed harbor will be strenuously 
and successfully opposed by those hav- 
ing property and businesses that -nvouUI 
be ruined by the innovation. The 
power to award a contract for building 
and maintaining bridges, passed at the 
lato session of the Legislaturo, was 
"jumped" by the Govornnicnt. It is 
not competent for thein, within the 
incorporated limits of tiio City, to 
award a contract of the kind. The 
right reposes in the City Corporation, 
and should they give ' their consent 
there would still remain the approval 
of the Dominion Government to be ob- 
tained. It is well known that wo have 
little or no faith in the Local Govern- 
ment, They would do anything, grant 
anything, say anything to retain power. 
It la more than suspected that they are 
still in office because of their pledge to 
introduce and pass (through such a 
House they might pass anything!) the 
Bridge Charters Act. It is more than 
hinted that the §4,500 which, to the 
surprise of everyone — the Mayor and 
Council most of all — was set apart in 
the estimates for Victoria City im- 
provements, was intended to be applied 
towards building a bridge across Vic- 
toria harbor, thus dcstroving about 
$1,000,000 worth of real property, be- 
sides trampling on "vested rights" and 
ruining the harbor itself. This great 
•wrong cannot be perpetrated with im- 
punity. The persons who bought pro[)- 
erty above Johnson street, built 
wharves and warehouses and manufac- 
turing establishments with the assiu-- 
ance that the waterway to their hold- 
ings and businesses should never bo in- 
terfered with, must be protected. The 
citizens who arc interested in the pres- 
ervation of the commerce of the port, 
and who do not wish to see the seat of 
mercantile activity transferred to 
some other locality, must see to it that 
this injurious project shall not reach a 
a successful issiie. Prior to 1861 we 
remember the cramped and almost use- 
less condition of Victoria harbor — how 
difficult it was for a vessel of small di- 
mensions to find a berth at any of the 
wharves. Tke continual cry of ship- 
mastery was for ell)ow-room, and it was 
demonstrated that the best part of the 
harbor lay north of the foot of John- 
son street. The bridge went down and 
harbor accommodation was doubled. It 
is true the old bridge had not a "draw," 
and that it is proposed to provide the 
projected bridge with one. But if it 
were poHsible to "draw" the' entire 
structure clear out of the water the ob- 
struction to navigation would still be 
serious, and the detention of steamers 
and other vessels seeking the north end 
so frequent and vexatious that few 
would care to pass through the "draw.'' 
Imagine Spratt's East Coast steamer 
filled with passengers impatient to got 
ashore, detained while the draw was 
being, swung back, or two vessels 
like the Alexander and Hertfordshire, 
requiring every inch of space possible 
to turn and mana}uvre in, attempting 
to pass abreast through such a draw as 
the bridge company, from the narrow- 
ness of the channel, would bo com- 
»pelled to maintain. The projectors 
talk of making the Songish Village the 
terminus of an embryotic Victoria and 
Esquimau Railway; and they add that 
abridge at tlie foot of Johnson street 
would prove a very great public com- 
merce. But will no other place than 
th'o Indian village do for a railway 
terminus, when it can be shown that in 
securing one advantage we sacri6ce an- 
other? Exists there no other grotmd on 
the shores of our beautiful landlocked 
harbor where the iron horse may lind 
convenient stabling, without self>nting 
the very spot of all others which, if 
adopted, would ruin the city's princi- 
pal watorwayf We can indicate a 
dozen more suitable localities. In- 
deed, we would ask what necessity is 
-there that the terminus should be on 
the west side of the liarbor when the 
entire population resides on the east 
side thereof'! Will not the same ingen- 
uity that has prompted the projectors 
to attempt to destroy tbe commerce of 
the port direct their minds to localities 
where the harbor may be spanned 
without injury to a single interest or 
individual?

A rich 
peasant, at the marriage festival, will 
procure one hundred gallonsof whiskey, 
and the. neighbouring villages are in- 
vited to take part in the earou.sal. 

The Footman who WoLri,L).\''r a.n- 
NorxcE BisMAROK. — They are tolling a 
good story in Berlin of the visit j)aid 
by Bisniari'k to Ltird and Tiady DufTer- 
in at the Kaiserhof when the newly- 
made anibassiulor and his wife were 
passing through the Kaiserstadt. The 
footman to whom Bismarck, gave hia 
card returned, after keeping the Princo 
waiting several minutes, and, in reply 
to the Prince's demand whether ho had 
announced him, said, rather impertin- 
ently, "No!" Now Bismarck, as I sup- 
I)oso all the world knows, is irritated 
in a moment, and the flunkey's im- 
perturbability simply threw him into a 
white heat.

New York, April 18. — A London 
dispatch of this evening's date says 
that the Home Rule party has received 
a .severe blow by the secession from its 
ranks of Charles Owen O'Couor, other- 
wise known as The O'C'onor Don, 
member for Roscommon. He is a man 
of great intluonce in Ireland, and at 
the last general election was returned 
for the County of Longford, in tlte 
Home Rule interest, by a vote of 3,t'571, 
no one venturing to oppose him. His 
secession from tlic Homo Rule j)arty 
is. attributed to his conviction tliat the 
purpo.ses of tho organization are im- 
practicable of realization, and that the 
best interests of Ireland can be host 
subserved by tactics in Parliament and 
holding the balance of power in Parlia- 
ment between the two parties in Eng- 
land. But it is alleged that certain 
private piques and di.sappointments 
liave bcou the moving cause of The 
O'Conor Don's secession. At tho be- 
giriniiig of ' Hhe present "Parliament the 
ITbm'ef Rulers numbered sixty out of a 
hundred and five members, and tho 
strcnf^th of the party has not since been 
materially diminished.

In culture is the consider- 
ation of the feelings of others, to bo as 
jealous of their good fame as we are of 
our own; to value the excellences of 
each one, and suppress rather than p-v- 
pose their short-comings, to be thought- 
ful of the liajipiness of others, of the 
.sensitive, the forgotten, and the aged. 
Endeavour to give no pain. 

Blessed deeds of kindness, sympathy 
and charity have been mentioned to 
mo in a tone of ridicule because those 
parties could not see beyond a pecu- 
liarity and eccentricity of manner 
where eccentricity is infinitely more 
estimable than the mincing pretense of 
ailectation and hollow liearts of their 
deriders who had not sufficient pene- 
tration to perceive the silent contempt 
of their listener. I have also heard 
worthy parties and individuals scofl- 
ingly .spoken of for that which they 
could not possibly help; and again, I 
have found them far superior to their 
rovilers. All this proceeds from a de- 
ficiency of culture, and with its usual 
attendant, an inferiority of mind. 

Mr. Editor, .1 am tresspassing, I 
fear, but what I have said above is in 
the hope that those who give way in 
violence to all kindly feeling, in circul- 
ating, repeating and exaggerating idle 
gossip; putting evil constructions on 
things that they happen to see or hear, 
for spito or any other unworthy feeling, 
directing letters, couched in the shrink- 
ing delicacy of not making a signature 
to tlieir refined productions, may some- 
what abate their social savageries, if it 
is only for their own good. 

Granting that there are scores of 
silly and wrong-headed people who 
would rather do evil than not, still it 
is very hard that ofcUers ! st^ould suffer 
for klia gratiflcatioii of " their ' idle, 
curious and-' :malicious faults; and 
doubtless to right-thinking people it 
must prove a mo.st trying nuisance. 
That truth should not wither away 
under the dry rot of gossip, and that 
some peace and good-will should bright- 
en our path amid these shafts of gossip 
I ipak^^j weak attempt in those limit- 
ed oSservations -which I trust will not 
bo amiss to those Avho walk in that 
beautiful vale of truth — the -way of 
wisdom — near our God.
